Saudi Market Update 


• TASI closed 0.1% lower at 8,199 while NOMU increased 0.5% at 
6,534 on Tuesday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 3.7bn and 
averaged SAR 5.3bn over the last 30 days. The five most active 
stocks (by value) in TASI accounted for 42% of the daily traded value. 

• MSCI Emerging Markets ended 0.3% higher on Tuesday, trading at 
P/E (TTM) of 15.5x vs. 22.0x for TASI. 

• Banks gained 0.2% while Materials ended 0.4% lower. Telecom 
closed 0.3% lower. Diversified Financials (up 2.5%) was the best 
performing sector. Among stocks, Aseer Trading, Tourism & 
Manufacturing Co. (4080/ATTMCO AB), Fitaihi Holding Group 
(4180/AFIFCO AB), and Tourism Enterprise Co. (4170/TECO AB) led 
the gainers. 

• The Ministry of Industry and Mineral Resources licensed 196 new 
plants at a total investment cost of over SAR 3.0bn (USD 799mn), 
only 3 months after the government decided to pay expat fees for the 
industrial sector employees. (Source: Argaam) 

• The Royal Commission at Yanbu signed an agreement to allocate a 2 
million square meter-land plot for the Saudi Poly Chem Co. project at 
a total value of over SAR 21 bn (USD 5.6bn). (Source: Argaam) 

• The Saudi Arabian Oil Company (2222/ARAMCO AB) signed a 
memorandum of understanding (MoU) with France’s Arkema and 
Plastipolis to set up a business excellence center. The center will be 
used to promote nonmetallic industries in KSA and France, and 
further increase local investment opportunities in products across 
various sectors.

• Sempra LNG signed an Interim Project Participation Agreement 
(IPPA) with Aramco Services Co., a subsidiary of The Saudi Arabian 
Oil Company (2222/ARAMCO AB), for the Port Arthur LNG export 
project in Jefferson County, Texas.

• Al Kathiri Holding Co. (9508/ALKATFIIR AB) signed an agreement 
with National Commercial Bank (1180/NCB AB) to renew existing 
Shariah-compliant credit facilities, raising the total value to SAR 
5.0mn (USD 1.33mn) from SAR 3.0mn (USD 0.8mn). The proceeds 
are intended to be used in financing working capital and meeting 
other business requirements.
